Incumbent scores big win 


Incumbent 22nd District 
State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak (D- Taylor) easily won 
the Democratic nomination 
last Tuesday, defeating his 
two-time challenger Catalina 
Hall of Romulus, 
i Pitoniak, who lost the Ro- 
Imulus half of the 22nd District 
vote to Hall in 1992, won hand- 
. ily in 15 of the 17 Romulus pre- 
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Rep Greg Pitoniak 


cincts last week, as well as the 
absentee vote. He earned re- 
election in 1992 by heavily de- 
feating Hall in his native Tay- 
lor. 

Last week Hall captured the 
2nd and 3rd Precincts by votes 


of 63-53 and 45-32, but trailed 
Pitoniak in all others. The Ro- 
mulus absentee ballot vote 
was 182 for Pitoniak and 51 for 
Hall. 

Hall, a strong women’s 
rights activist, stated prior to 
the election that one of the 
reasons she was running a sec- 
ond time was “to encourage 
other women to enter the polit- 
ical wars.” 

Pitoniak meanwhile cited 
his commitment to Romulus, 
saying he trailed in Romulus 
in 1992 because his district 
had just been re-designed 
months before his campaign. 

In Romulus, Pitoniak 
earned 1,019 votes to Hall’s 
560. That vote total encouraged 
Pitoniak to declare on 
Wednesday morning, “I now 
feel like part of the community 
of Romulus.” 

Pitoniak also scored heavily 
in his native city of Taylor, be- 
sting Hall by a vote of 
2,733-608. 

Pitoniak will face Joseph D. 
Slaven (R-Taylor) this Novem- 
ber. 


School millage targets 
industry, businesses

The Romulus School Dis- 
trict began its effort to explain 
to the voters its September 
millage proposal Monday, as it 
revealed the funding plan will 
shift a greater responsibility 
for school costs to Romulus 
business and industry. 

In its opening announce- 
ment last week the district 
stated that the overall 3 mill 
hike would actually result in a 
2 mill reduction for homeo- 
wners. 

In a prepared statement re- 
leased by Art McPharlin, di- 
rector of technology for the 
Romulus Community School 
District, the district board 
agrees “to hold a special 
school enhancement election 
on Sept. 20.” 

When the proposal is ap- 
proved by the voters, 
McPharlin explains, it actually 
will reduce the school taxes 
for homeowners, while in- 
creasing taxes for commerce 
and indu try.” 

Sup : itendent Dr. William 
Bedell added “since industry 
and commerce received such a 
tremendous tax break when 
Proposal A was approved this 
spring, this new proposal 
shifts some of that tax burden 
from the homeowner to indus- 
try.” 

Bedell reminded residents 
“these funds cannot be used

for salary increases or to hire 
new employees.” 

McPharlin continued “with 
this new revenue, the Board of 
Education will reduce prop- 
erty taxes on all homestead 
property by 5 mills. The net 
impact (including the three 
mill hike) on the property 
owner will be a 2 mill reduc- 
tion on their property taxes.” 

The tax plan will save most 
homeowners $60 a year in 
taxes, McPharlin said, while 
producing $865,000 in addi- 
tional revenue for the district 

McPharlin also vowed “to 
assure voters of the tax reduc- 
tion, the board will pass a reso- 


lution on Aug. 22 stating the 
winter taxes will be reduced 
by a net 2 mills, when the en- 
hancement millage is ap- 
proved. 

The board has directed the 
administration to eliminate 
the approximate $2.1 million 
school debt with the added 
revenue, McPharlin said. 

The remaining new funds 
will be used for maintenance, 
vehicle purchases, technology 
training and added software, 
McFarlin said. 

Last week the board voted 
6-1 in favor of the millage plan. 
Only Trustee Debra Hoffman 
opposed the millage request 
language. Hoffman com- 
plained that words stating that 
the millage was to be used to 
eliminate the district deficit 
had been stricken from the 
ballot language and thus ap- 
peared less than forthright in 
communicating the needs of 
the district with the public. 

While Hoffman was quoted 
accurately in last week’s story 
in the Romulus Roman, when 
the “ballot language” was lis- 
ted in the story it was Inac- 
curately printed with the 
“deficit” phrase still in the 
copy. 

The Romulus Roman apolo- 
gises for the confusion the 
phrase caused in the ballot 
language portion of the story.

Dual fire lanes ignite 
neighborhood confrontation

A four-party check to deter- 
mine the need for dual-fire 
lane restrictions on the ex- 
tremely narrow Irma, Joan and 
Hunt streets was authorized 
Monday night by the City Coun- 
cil. 

The city had received 
signed petitions from resi- 
dents of all three streets ask- 
ing that one side of each street 
be opened for parking and fire 
lane limitations be kept on the 
side of the street the fire hy- 
drants are located on. 

Recently fire lane signs 
were posted on all three 
streets supposedly to help in 
medical or fire emergencies. 

After statements were 
heard from both sides of the 
argument, Councilman Ellis 
Pennington urged the council 
to allow all four groups in- 
volved in the issue to meet 
with representatives of the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and a recommenda- 
tion be passed on to the coun- 
cil.

Rose Raspberry, daughter 
of Councilman Jimmie Rasp-

She complained that the 
new fire lane signs were 
erected after Raspberry one

in death of man

Charged with drinking 
while driving in the death of 
86-year-old Stanley Pitera of 
Westland, a Detroit man has 
been scheduled for a Detroit 
Recorder’s Court jury trial on 
charges of operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence of 
alcohol (OUIL) causing death 
and leaving the scene of an in- 
jury accident. 

Thomas William Skudlarek, 
a 29-year-old whose trial is 
slated to begin Nov. 28, was re- 
leased on a $5,000 personal 
bond. The defendant faces a 
maximum sentence of up to 15 
years in prison and/or a $2,500 
fine to $10,000 fine on the 
OUIL charge and up to five 
years in prison and/or a $5,000 
fine for leaving the scene. 

The accident occurred 
around 8:45 a.m. March 11 
when the allegedly intoxicated 
driver sideswiped the elderly 
man at the intersection of 
Wayne and Hunter roads, ac- 
cording to testimony heard in 
Westland 18th District Court. 
The defendant allegedly left 
the scene and the victim died 
as a result of the collision. 


According to a 19-year-old 
witness, the driver of a maroon 
and gray van attempted to 
brake before striking the light- 
colored Tempo in the area of 
the gas tank, but to no avail. 

“The car was turning into 
the parking lot of Big Boy’s res- 
taurant,” said the waitress. 
“After I heard the crash, I star- 
ted heading toward the car be- 
cause the old man looked 
hurt w 

“I could see a large van from 
the street,” said Westland po- 
lice officer Thomas Hisong, 
“and I later saw front-end 
damage on the vehicle.” 

Officers interviewed several 
individuals at the residence 
before issuing a warrant for 
Skudlarek’s arrest an hour af- 
ter the accident. When officers 
transported the defendant 
back to the Westland Police 
Department, two blood- 
alcohol tests were given, regis- 
tering .24 and .22, according to 
testimony. 

As the prosecuting attorney 
and Westland Police Depart- 
ment worked to build a case 
against Skudlarek, doctors 
worked to decrease the swell- 
ing around Pitera’s brain. The 
victim died March 15, as a re- 
sult of the collision, testified 
Dr. Laney Davidson of Garden 
City Hospital.

A 30-year-old transient man, 
who pleaded guilty to the at- 
tempted theft of an elderly 
Westland woman’s purse, was 
sentenced to two years proba- 
tion before Detroit Recorder’s 
Judge Vera Massey Jones. 

Dennis Paul Chapman, en- 
tered the guilty plea to charges 
of assault with intent to rob 
while unarmed, which carries 
a maximum sentence of 15 
years in prison. 

Chapman was charged after 
Westland police officers out- 
smarted him, according to 
Westland police Sgt. Donald 
Haigh. 

“I figured out who it was 
and had him arrested. After 
the second polygraph test, we 
got him to confess to being 
there and having a confronta- 
tion with the lady,” Haigh said. 

According to police, the 68- 
year-old woman was ap- 
proached by the assailant 
around 4:30 p.m. March 29 as 
she entered her car in the Tar- 
get Store parking lot at 35401 
Warren Road in Westland. 

The woman was inside her 
car and in the process of shut- 
ting the driver’s side door 
when the perpetrator ap- 
proached and yelled for her to 
give up her purse, Haigh said. 

Originally Chapman did not 
admit to the attempted rob- 
bery, Haigh said, but did say 
the woman bumped him.

Rogalle faces Green 
in November balloting

Incumbent 34th District 
Chief Judge Felix Rogalle sur- 
vived a Romulus family’s cam- 
paign against him last week in 
the primary election and will 
face Tina Brooks Green in a 
runoff for the judicial post this 
November. 

Rogalle outpolled his oppo- 
nents in Romulus, as well as 
three of the other four district 
communities last Tuesday. He 
tied Green in the Huron vote 
with 437 votes. 

In Romulus, Rogalle gath- 
ered 796 votes compared to 
Green’s 539 votes. The other 
two candidates, Josephine 
Chapman and Mark Maironis 
earned 324 and 298 votes, re- 
spectively in the city. 

Green of Huron Township is 
a former assistant Wayne 
County prosecutor- juvenile di- 
vision, ex-state attorney gen- 
eral and is now in private 
practice. 

Rogalle also topped Green 
in three of the other four com- 
munities. The unofficial tallies 
were in Van Buren, Rogalle 
783, Green, 577; in Belleville, 
Rogalle, 145 to Green’s 106; in 
Sumpter, Rogalle 358 to 
Green’s 323, and in Huron, 
Rogalle and Green both 


gained 437 votes. 

In Romulus, forces support- 
ing the family of the late Earl 
Wayne Plank passed out anti- 
Rogalle written flyers the 
weekend before the election 
urging city residents to vote 
against Rogalle. 

The flyer that was passed 
out to voters cited Plank’s traf- 
fic death at Wayne and God- 
dard roads on May 7, 1994 and 
declared “never again would 
Earl’s family see him, never 
again would his mother hear 
his voice as he sang to her, 
never again will the sound of 
laughter by his nieces and 
nephews be heard playing on 
the living room floor with 
him.” 

The campaign against 
Rogalle complained the judge 
lowered the charges against 
the driver, who allegedly drove 
his car into Plank’s truck, from 
vehicular manslaughter to 
negligent homicide. 

The anti-Rogalle forces 
asked for voters who want 
peace to fight for justice. And 
“in memory of Earl Wayne 
Plank to vote against Rogalle” 
on Election Day Aug. 2, 1994.”

In the wake of a $1.3 million 
shortfall in funding, Wayne- 
Westland Superintendent of 
Schools Larry Thomas pre- 
sented possible budget cuts 
and advised the board to con- 
duct a millage campaign in the 
fall or make some transporta- 
tion cuts. 

“The last time this hap- 
pened, we came to you and 
begged and pleaded. We will 
not do that this time. We ask 
that you treat the employees 
with dignity and respect,” 
transportation worker Denise 
Thomas said. 

“I hope you, at least, give 
these employees some input 
before the Aug. 22 date. Don’t 
let us read in the paper that we 
have lost our jobs. Last year a 
lot of undo confusion created a 
lot of undo hardship,” she ad- 
ded. 

Trustee Francis Winter as- 
sured the bus driver that 
board members have not made 
a decision about cutbacks. 

“I implore employees to be 
calm ... while we address this 
very sensitive issue,” Winter 
said. 

Superintendent Thomas 
presented three proposals to 
the board, which will be con- 
sidered and possibly amended 
prior to the board’s expected 
approval of a proposal on Aug. 
22 . 

These three proposals will 
be discussed during a board 
study session Aug. 15: 

• Option 1: The elimination 
of all non-mandatory transpor- 
tation, saving the district $1.5 
million. 

• Option 2: Elimination of 
secondary transportation, 
adult education evening pro- 
grams, secondary parking lot 
security and reduction of 
building supplies purchases. 
This measure would save the 
district $1.3 million. 

• Option 3: Cutting the ad-

A resurfacing of the pothole 
filled, heavily used Wayne 
Road area near Romulus City 
Hall moved a step closer Mon- 
day night, as the City Council 
approved its share of the 
blacktop project. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally re- 
ported that the city’s portion of 
the 1.38 mile project from God- 
dard to Grant roads will cost 
$44,160. McAnally expressed 
hopes that the road project 
will begin this fall. 

The mayor said the begin- 
ning of this project could delay 
some other unspecified road 


projects this fall. 

Patrick A. Hogan, deputy di- 
rector of operations for Wayne 
County, informed City Depart- 
ment of Public Works Director 
James Panos that the county 
already was planning to resur- 
face Goddard Road and exten- 
sion, between Middlebelt and 
Wayne roads this construction 
season. 

Hogan explained that “in 
view of the fact that this road- 
way was used as a detour route 
during the I-94/Merriman/ 
Middlebelt interchanges pro- 
jects, this is no requirement 
that the city of Romulus share 
in the cost of the project.” 


It is not known at this time 
whether the anti-Rogalle cam- 
paign will continue until the

Hogan said the total cost of 
the project will be $132,480, 
with the city paying about one 
third of that cost. He urged 
that the city forward a check 
for half of the city’s cost, 
$22,080, as soon as possible so 
that the project can be com- 
pleted this fall. The council 
approved that action Monday 
night. 


clerks, saving $150,000; elim- 
inating four administrative 
secretarial positions including 
1.5 positions in central office, a 
half-time position in special 
education, one employee ser- 
vices position and one busi- 
ness services secretary; 
eliminating the $60,000 voca- 
tional education matching 
grant, in which the state 
matches the amount the dis- 
trict spends on equipment; 
and some $178,000 in undeter- 
mined cuts would also need to 
be made. 

All three proposals have a 
millage option which asks that 
the board conduct an Oct. 17 
millage election for an en- 
hanced millage of$2 million in 
revenues over a two-year pe- 
riod. Citizens will be made 
aware that if the millage fails, 
the proposed cuts would be en- 
acted at the end of the school 
day Oct. 21. 

“How can we tell people 
we’re giving them a choice and 
not blackmailing them,” Board 
Secretary Vicky Welty asked. 

Some board members fa- 
vored transportation reduc- 
tions over other budget cuts. 

“Transportation is less 
harmful to the students than 
any other cut. I think transpor- 
tation is more logical (to cut) 
before instruction programs,” 
Board Treasurer Patricia 
Brown said. 

“I can’t in good conscious 
support option three. I refuse 
to cut any more instruction 
from the budget,” Trustee De- 
bra Fowlkes said. “I support 
option one. Adult education is 
very important in this commu- 
nity and I don’t think ... we 
need to cut security.” 

However, others wanted 
more than just the three avail- 
able options. 

“It looks to me one group is 
bearing the brunt of all the 
cuts. I’d like to see it more 
evenly distributed,” Welty 
said. 

“We’ve made commitments 
... to the Cherry Hill district. I 
will not support 100 percent 
elimination of transportation,” 
Board Vice President Richard 
LeBlanc said. 

“I think there may be some 
methods to be created,” Board 
President Mathew McCusker 


said. “... over the years we’ve 
cut through the fat, cut through 
the bone - now we’re down to 
the marrow. We are in a crisis 
situation.” 

Thomas said he based his 
recommendations for trans- 
portation cuts on the adminis- 
trative cabinet’s unanimous 
support of the measure. 

“It does not erode our in- 
struction. Transportation ef- 
fects 30 percent of the students 
(5,000 of 60.000). It has the least 
impact for the majority of stu- 
dents,” Thomas said, adding, 
“The disadvantage is that a nu- 
mber of people will be upset, 
there will be an increase in 
traffic problems and it will be 
difficult for some to get to 
school.” 

“I don’t think a millage 
would be able to pass if it only 
effects 30 percent of the stu- 
dents,” Winter said. “Voters 
have consistently voted ‘no’ 
the last two millages. To pun- 
ish these kids to have to come 
to school is not realistic.” 

LeBlanc agreed adding a 
millage would not likely pass 
with only 18 percent of the dis- 
trict’s residents having school 
age children. 

Although Thomas said it 
was possible the district could 
receive more money if the 
fourth Friday pupil count was 
higher than 1,550 students, he 
added that if the count is less, 
the district will lose state fund- 
ing. 

“I would guess we’ll not 
have a windfall of money com- 
ing from anywhere,” District 
Chief Fiscal Officer Patricia 
Brand said. 

With a fund balance of less 
than $3,000, board members 
were aware of the possible 
shortage of funds when they 
approved the 1994-95 budget in 
early July. The first budget 
drafted under the new state fi- 
nance reform bill left the dis- 
trict with a fund balance of 
$2,965, which was millions less 
than the 1993-94 starting fund 
balance of $6,762,382. 

The state funding was based 
on the past two year average of 
revenues. 

“The state based their cal- 
culations on a set of informa- 
tion, which by law, we had to 
approve July 1.

The suspect 
is described as a 5-foot, 7-inch 
to 5-foot, 9-inch tall white male 
in his late 30s with a heavy 
build, dark wavy hair and a

The Romulus Community 
School District had been in- 
formed that the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
will not represent district stu- 
dents and parents in its battle 
:o gain “at risk” funds from the 
state of Michigan. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell had sought 
ACLU assistance in its battle 
to gain some of the $230 mil- 
lion now being proposed for 
the 1994-95 state aid bill. 

Bedell cited the fact that 
Romulus has a large concen- 
tration of “at risk” children, 
but that the current state aid 
bill plan “denies funding to 
poor and ‘at risk’ children, who

happen to reside in formerly 
out-of-formula school dis- 
tricts.” 

Romulus School District is 
one of such out-of-formula dis- 
tricts. 

Bedell cited the fact that the 
new state aid plan “is unfair” 
and has “destroyed all of the 
advantages of having a large 
local tax base.” 

Without any change in the 
pending state aid bill, the local 


school district “will be forced 
to make program reductions 
and hold the line in contract 
negotiations,” Bedell stated. 

Bedell was hoping that the 
ACLU would assist the district 
in the battle with the state edu- 
cation unit because he 
claimed the proposed plan 
also "hurts a large concentra- 
tion of Afro-American stu- 
dents also.” 

“Romulus and River Rouge 
will receive none of these new 
educational funds, while they 
have a minority percentage of 
42 percent and 38 percent mi- 
nority populations,” Bedell 
said. 

The superintendent said he 
was not sure what the next 
step for the Romulus School 
District would be on this issue.

“(Supervisor) G. Elton Goll- 
witzer always came to my de- 
fense if anyone said anything,” 
Miles noted. “He told them 
that I always got my work done 
before I did the puzzles.” 

Miles, a former building 
and water department em- 
ployee who claims to have 
“run the department” and told 
Price what to do, reminded her 
friends to refer to her by her 
full name - Dorothy Ann Jad- 
datz Mclnnis Miles. 

“This is a place that old po- 
litical enemies can become 
friends,” said Miles. 

“1 don’t know about that. I 
didn’t think I had any ene- 
mies,” said former supervisor 
R. Lynne Hamilton. 

Connie Krebs, a former wa- 
ter department worker and 
election clerk, was the official 
Mystery Trip Lady for her co- 
workers. 

“I always planned some 
place to go for lunch. One time, 
I had my mother fix breakfast 
for everyone and we went to 
her house. She didn’t want to 
be paid for breakfast, but I 
thought it would be fair to 
charge $2 each,” Krebs said. 

Stan Price, who was accom- 
panied by his wife Sally, began 


working in the old township

City takes business group ‘under wing’ 


Formed under the auspices 
of the Belleville Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce (BACC), the 
Belleville Central Business 
Community (CBC) has severed 
ties with the chamber in favor 
of alignment with the city. 

Chairperson Ellen Moore 
proposed the split, and dis- 
cussed the issue with BACC 
President Gerald McKelvey, 
who offered the cooperation of 
the chamber in future CBC en- 
deavors. 

The move became official 
on July 18 when the city 
adopted a resolution to create 
the new CBC. 

“The Belleville CBC is 
hereby established for the pur- 
pose of developing, encourag- 
ing, promoting and protecting 
the commercial, professional, 
individual, financial and gen- 
eral business interests of the 
CBC,” the resolution said, ad- 
ding, “The CBC shall have the 
same authority as it had as the 
Belleville Area Central Busi- 


ness Community, including but 
not limited to electing a board 
of directors, holding official 
business meetings, appointing 
officers to advise and report to 
city council and to promulgate 
rules, policies and procedures 
for its operation.” 

The resolution also stated 
that: 

• The CBC shall be funded 
from the public, Friends of the 
Committee and proceeds from 
fund-raising activities. 

• That any funds received 
after the date of the resolution 
shall be deposited into a spe- 
cial account to be set up by the 
city and that no funds may be 
dispersed without approval of 
the city council. 

• The CBC shall prepare 
and submit to city council a 
current profit and loss state- 
ment and balance sheet dis- 
closing all assets and 
liabilities. 

• Annually, the CBC shall 
prepare and present an out- 


line of its proposed activities 
for the ensuing year together 
with a budget for the year to 
city council for its approval. 

The Belleville Area Music 
Committee will remain a 
chamber-sponsored entity.

Park use increases woes 


With an increase in usage of 
Victory Park, parking is be- 
coming a growing concern.

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Reality check, please 

Frankly, we’re worried. 

Really worried. For many, many years, ever since he 
was a reporter on staff here, we have held Dick McKnight 
in high regard. We’ve always thuught he was a fine person 
and we have admired him and his judgment. But after this 
week, we have some serious concerns about our old friend. 

Mr. McKnight. in his capacity as chairman of the 13th 
Congressional District Democratic Party, filed one of the

The officers who are , 
now on the street patrol will 
then be cut back to 20 hours 
and more reserves will be 
hired to fill the void. 

If these individuals choose 
law enforcement as a career 
and they choose our township 
in which to work, then why are 
they being chased away. Un- 
employment - VS - 20 hours, ei- 
ther way stinks! If a person is 
single, they sure can’t think of. 
getting married, let alone take 
on a mortgage.

Brenda Walker won the inaugural City Golf

Klimczak’s 
patience 
pays off 

with win 

On a weekend made for golf, 
Craig Klimczak stepped out of 
the shadows of five-time tour- 
nament winner Kevin Ryan 
and challenger Mark Morton to 
capture top honors at the 35th 
annual City Golf Champion- 
ships. 

It was the first time in six 
attempts that Klimczak has 
won the overall championship. 

And he had to beat his head 
coach to do so. Klimczak 
serves as an assistant coach at 
the Dearborn-based Detroit 
College of Business, where 
Ryan is head coach. 

Tied with Ryan after they 
both shot 72s, and holding a 
two-stroke lead over Morton 
on Saturday after the first- 
round of competition, 
Klimczak managed to come 
back and maintain his narrow 
margin as Ryan’s game crum- 
bled and Morton’s putts re- 
fused to fall in the stretch. 

“He deserves to win,” said 
Ryan, who was seeking his 
sixth overall tournament title 
during the past 10 years. “I just 
can’t seem to put my game to- 
gether. I was hoping to make a 
comeback with this tourna- 
ment.” 

The 23-year-old Klimczak, 
who has competed in the city 
tournaments for the past six 
years, played steady and par 
golf the first day, coming up 
with three birdies in the first 
round. 

Nothing sensational or su- 
perlative on Sunday, Klimczak 
again repeated his efforts in 
the finals. 

Although he carded four 
birdies on Sunday, Klimczak 
said that he felt he played bet- 
ter golf in the first-round. 

“I hit the ball better on Sat- 
urday and it was an easier 72,” 
said the medalist. “However, I 
really had to work for the 74 on 
Sunday.” 

Morton stayed in the hunt 
right to the end. He said he 
couldn’t overcome the leader’s

slim lead. 

“I was putting very good, but 
they just weren’t falling,” Mor- 
ton added. “Craig did a good 
job. He didn’t let the pressure 
get to him.” 

Morton’s demise apparently 
came on the final two holes, 
which he bogied. 

“You know, I played good, 
but Craig played better,” Mor- 
ton concluded. 

Pressure however may have 
gotten Ben Robertson of 
Wayne, who also had a realis- 
tic shot at the title after turn- 
ing in a five-over par 77 for the 
first day, but he finished with 
an agonizing 86 on Sunday and 
faded in the crowd. 

“I couldn’t do anything 
right,” moaned Robertson as 
he entered the clubhouse. “I 
thought I had a shot at it, but 
my game just didn’t material- 
ize.” 

Approximately 70 golfers 
showed up to compete in the 
two-day tournament which is 
co-sponsored by the parks and 
recreation departments of 
Wayne, Westland, Canton 
Township, Inkster and The As- 
sociated Newspapers. 

The top five golfers in each 


city are eligible to play in the 
1994 Michigan Parks and Rec- 
reation state finals which will 
be staged Sept. 10 in Battle 
Creek. 

Hawley, who has served as 
tournament manager for the 
past 25 meets, said that the 
1994 tournament will go down 
as “one played in the best of 
conditions, but not for the 
record-books.” 

“There was nothing sensa- 
tional or unusual at this one, 
as we had in some of the past 
meets,” said Hawley. “But this 
one will go down as a tourna- 
ment where patience paid off.” 

Klimczak, Morton and Ryan 
also were awarded the first- 
place trophies for the cities 
(and township) they repre- 
sented. 

In the Women’s Division, 
Brenda Walker won a five- 
stroke victory over Kathy Stel- 
lema to finish with medalist 
honors, while over in the Open 
Division, Romulus’ Mark Kwek 
put together rounds of 79 and 
83 for a two-day total of 162 for 
his first-place trophy. He also 
had a five- stroke victory over 
runner up Paul Niedermeyer, 
who finished with 167.

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‘Pay-to-participate’ continues to haunt athletics

With voter approval of Pro- 
posal A, which was supposed 
ta provide more funding to 
public schools, school officials 
were hoping to drive a stake 
into “Pay-to-Participate.” 

Proposal A did away with 
property taxes as the basis for 
funding Michigan schools, and 
on the other side of the equa- 
tion, voters replaced the lost 
revenues with a 50-percent in- 
crease in the state sales tax - 
from 4 to 6 cents on every dol- 
lar. 

The state also guaranteed 
schools a foundation grant of 
$6,500 per pupil, a hefty in- 
crease for many of the school 
districts across the state. 

However, some districts 
continue to hurt financially 
and are asking parents for 
monies for extracurricular ac- 
tivities. The practice has be- 
come known as “Pay-to-play” 
or, since there are no assur- 
ances that the athlete will play, 
it is called “Pay-to- 
participate’’ by some districts 
and remains in effect in some 
of the area school districts as 
preps prepare for the 1994-95 
school year. 

The Wayne-Westland Com- 
munity School District and the 
Plymouth Canton Community 
Schools, two of the largest 
school districts in the area, 
will ask their students to help 
defray the costs of sports again 


this year. 

Members of the Wayne- 
Westland board of education 
have approved a resolution 
that will require students to 
pay $125 per sport, while in 
neighboring Plymouth, the stu- 
dents’ participation fees will 
be $50. 

Jack Hosmer, director of 
business affairs for the Van 
Buren School District, said on 
Monday that the students in 


that school district will not 
have to come up with a special 
fee to participate in extracur 
ricular activities. 

“A few years ago, because of 
a lack of funds, the school 
board asked our students to 
pay-to-play,” Hosmer added. 
“But that was about six years 
ago. We have not had it since.” 

In the meantime, the sum- 
mer is over for most prep ath- 
letes. 


According to Michigan High 
School Athletic Association di- 
rectives, football coaches may 
begin practice for the upcom- 
ing season starting today. How- 
ever, practices will be without 
shoulder pads and physical 
contact until Aug. 15, when the 
gridders will get down to busi- 
ness to prepare for their 
openers. 

For most area teams, the 
1994 football season will begin 


on Sept. 2. 

The Wayne-Westland 
schools are also are board di- 
rective to organize soccer pro- 
grams for the first time in their 
history for boy? and girls. 

“We are planning to imple- 
ment a soccer program this 
spring for the girls and the fol- 
lowing fall we will also have a 
boys’ program in that sport,” 
stressed Bill Hawley, athletic 
director at Wayne Memorial 


High School. Hawley ex- 
plained that about three- 
fourths of the Mega Confer- 
ence schools have soccer pro- 
grams and Wayne will be 
playing catchup. 

“But I am confident that we 
will be competitive because 
we have kids in the area who 
are affiliated with traveling 
leagues and our schools will 
be able to utilize their prior 
knowledge of the sport.”

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Navy's best warrior tells all in Rouge Warrior II: Red Cell

His latest novel Rouge Wamor II: Red Cell may be 
fictional, but as readers are introduced to the hero of the 
book, they will be meeting the real-life author Richard 
Marcinko. 

Red Cell picks up where Marcinko’s 1992 autobiogra- 
phy Rouge Warrior left off. The first book depicted the 
self-destruction of Marcinko’s colorful 30-year career in 
the Navy. 

It explored Navy anti-terrorist tactics and his role as a 
special warfare commando and counter-terrorist. De- 
spite the fact that there was no concrete evidence 
against him, the book ends with Marcinko going to fed- 
eral prison in 1990 on one count of conspiracy. 

In Red Cell, Marcinko tells all in a dow'n-and-dirty 
story of clandestine military operations and treachery in 
the highest quarters. Cloaked in fiction, Marcinko can 
tell the tales and disclose the secrets that he couldn’t 
before. 

“This book took about eight months to complete,” Mar- 
cinko said. “I’ve already have a rough draft of Rouge 
Wamor III in the works as well as options for movies on 
the first, twQ.” 

'' Wftat inspiredVh'is fdrmer Navy seal to write his life 
story Rouge Wamor which is a best seller? He said he 
needed money to pay off lawyers. 

“Seriously, when government turned my case over to 
the justice department and took me to court, my ex-wife 
wouldn’t let me have equity in the house to pay the 
lawyers,” Marcinko said. “She said if I was in prison it 
would be the first time in 33 years she’d know where I 
was. 

“So, I had to sell my ass or my story and nobody 
wanted my ass.” 

Marcinko said if the government had not pursued him 
with such vengeance, they would have retired him to 
“some funky job pushing papers.”

Security-are much, much better,” Marcinko said. 

Red Cell begins with the highly decorated retired Navy 
SEAL commander sneaking around the Tokyo Narita 
Airport planting bogus bombs and testing the security at 
the facility. 

In real life, Marcinko is a go-getter who doesn’t stop to 
rest. He said he does a lot of security analysis for major 
corporations overseas, identifying risks, naming the bad 
guys and creating escape and evasion plans. 

“I was recently in Pakistan for a foreign oil company 
whose vice president got kidnapped,” Marcinko said. “I 
went in and made him secure and also secured their 
remote drilling site. I also teach SWAT tactics to police 
officers in an interdisciplinary course. 

“Last fall I stole a 747 and secured the control tower in 
an airport outside metropolitan Detroit, and my SWAT 
team had to come in and take it back.” 

Not only do the students attain SWAT training, but 
they also receive instruction on airport management and 
hostage negotiating, according to Marcinko. 

“In fact, a lot of stuff in Rouge Warrior II is directly 
taken from my work,” Marcinko said. “I did do a security - , 
hardening job in Narita Airport in Tokyo, fot - instance. 
It’s a circle jerk: while I’m servicing a customer, I’m also 
collecting data for my books.” 

Marcinko teamed up with writer John Weissman to 
create Red Cell. Weissman’s recent books include Blood 
Cries and Shadow Warrior. 

“John and I have a great working relationship,” Mar- 
cinko said. “I can start a sentence, and he can finish it.’ 
We see each other physically about twice a week-he lives' 
near me in Virginia. 

“We share ideas over lunch. We try to keep everything 
realistic but just this side of releasing actual classified 
information. We’ve also had great luck with our editor,* 
Paul McCarthy.” 

Besides movie options, books and teaching, Mar- 
cinko’s latest role involves “pumping up” Fortune 500 
management teams. 

“A Fortune 500 company will bring me in to pump up: 
a small management team, not strangers to each other,, 
but individuals who tend to hold back some of theif 
marbles from the group for their own job security,” Mar- 
cinko said. “They’re a bunch of dweebs that have never 
been outside before, and I take them out of their envi- 
ronment and give them my own special brand of Out-; 
ward Bound. 

“It’s successful because they form team spirit by ally- 
ing against me- the “get Marcinko” tactic, and it really 
bonds people. I’m easy to hate.”
